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President Bateman to focus on academic, spiritual education

As the first general authority to. be 
president of BYU, President Merrill J. 
Bateman plans to focus on improving 
education by emphasizing the paral- 
lels of spiritual learning and secular 
study. 

President Bateman commenced his 
leadership of BYU Jan. | after serv- 
ing for a year and a half as Presiding 
Bishop of The.Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. 

“We exist as an institution to edu- 
cate students in both academic and 
spiritual dimensions,” President 
Bateman said. 


While he believes the goals and 
aims of the university will largely 
remain the same, one area he does 
hope to improve is the teaching of 
students at the freshman and sopho- 
more levels. This may be done 


through hiring more teachers, using 


more creativity in teaching and mak- 
ing more efficient use of technology, 
he said. 

“Our biggest challenge will be 
ensuring that we’re equal to the quali- 
ty of students that come to BYU,” the 
new president said. 

As he approached his new responsi- 
bility, President Bateman discussed 
some of the hot topics on campus. 


Concerning academic freedom, 


President Bateman noted the unique

U.S. passports — 
not issued until 
agencies reopen

When some 30,000 Utah workers 
on federal furlough return to work, 
they will face piles of backlogged 
paperwork and long lines of people 
anxious for their services. 

Since the federal shutdown began 
Dec. 15, passports have become a 
scarce commodity in the United 
States. The passport office is con- 
sidered a non-essential government 
agency, and passport applications 
have not been processed since the 
shutdown began. 

According to Rick Wilcox, man- 
ager Over customer service at the 
Provo post office, they send 10 to 
20 passports to the federal passport 
agency on a daily basis. “But then 
they just sit there,” Wilcox said. 

Hundreds of applications from the 
Provo post office alone are stacking 
up at the federal office where hun- 
dreds of thousands of applications 
nationwide are awaiting final pro- 
cessing. 

Wilcox thinks it will take five to 
six weeks for the passport backlog 
to be caught up when they do 
reopen their doors. 

“We have been suggesting that if 


_ people aren’t leaving until after 


March, they wait until the passport 
agency is up and running,” Wilcox 
said. : 

However for many already wait- 
ing to leave the country, getting 4 
passport has become a nightmare. 

LDS church spokesman Don 
LeFevre said because the church 
works so far in advance on pass- 
ports and visas, the church’s mis- 
sionary effort has thus far not been 
negatively affected by the shut- 
down. 

Y study abroad and international 
students haven’t been so lucky. 
Many can’t get passports to leave 
or visas to return to the country. 

Federal workers at the Social 
Security Administration in Provo 
have been working through the 
shutdown to provide social security 
checks to. retirees and others. 
However, they have not been issu- 
ing new social security numbers. 

“This affects people at BYU who 
are foreign students who can’t get 
numbers and can’t get jobs or get 
paid,” said Randy Marchant, dis- 
trict manager at the Provo office. 
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ing,” he said. “Some need to be 
looked at very seriously with regard 
to whether there are better ways to 
provide the education than. with brick 
or mortar.” : 

Although the continuing construc- 
tion will impede campus travel, 
President Bateman hopes all students 
will make attending Devotionals a top 
priority. 

“Devotionals are a key part of the 
education,” he said. “In the 1960s 
when I was here, almost every student 
went. They were a focal point of the 
week. I hope we can capture part of 
that again.” 

Devotional speakers will continue to 
include campus, political and church 
leaders. 


President Bateman and his wife 
Marilyn Scholes, will speak at th 
semester’s first devotional Tuesday.

the fourth time this weekend, and patience is running thin for the rec- 
onciliation of the Muslims and Croats in Bosnia. 


Fragile Bosnian peace 
on verge of collapse

MOSTAR, Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
With NATO troops and armor 
patrolling the streets, the European 
administrator of Mostar warned yes- 
terday that Bosnia’s fragile peace plan 
will collapse if Muslims and Croats 
cannot come together in this bitter, 
battered town. 

Elsewhere in Bosnia, NATO’s 
patience began to wear thin as its 
troops came under fire for the fourth 
time over the weekend. No one was 
hurt, but the alliance warned it will 
blast back with increasing might. 

In Mostar, two killings and an 
upsurge in shooting have put the city 
on edge, and could doom efforts to 
reunite the town — the scene of bitter 
fighting in the Muslim-Croat war- 
within-a-war in 1993-94. 

A failure in Mostar would under- 
mine the already weak Muslim-Croat 
federation, which was awarded 51 
percent of Bosnia under the U.S.-bro- 
kered peace deal signed Dec. 14. 

“If there’s no answer for Mostar, 
there will be no answer for the federa- 
tion, and there will be no balance 
against the third side, the Serbian 
side,” said Hans Koschnick of 
Germany, who administers Mostar for 
the European Union. “That would 
mean a new crisis.” 

The federation is the cornerstone of 
the peace plan and was designed by 
the Americans as a counterbalance to 
the Serbs. If the Muslim-Croat entity 
collapses, the Bosnian Serbs will not 
feel bound by the Paris accord. 

The Croats in the western part of the 
country, a region known <as 
Herzegovina, claim support from 
Croatian President Franjo Tudjman. 
They have long sought to make 
Mostar the capital of their self-styled 
Herzeg Bosna republic. 

Mostar, meanwhile, has groped for

normalcy. On Dec. |, residents began 
testing peace by crossing the Neretva 
River that splits the town via a tempo- 
rary bridge, which replaced the city’s 
famed landmark bridge that-was 
destroyed in the war. 

But after a young Muslim and a 
Croat policeman were killed and two 
Muslim policemen were wounded, 
Koschnick called Saturday on the 
NATO-led force monitoring Bosnia’s 
peace to reinforce the 180 European 
police in Mostar. 

Spanish soldiers and six armored 
vehicles deployed along the 
Boulevard, Mostar’s main thorough- 
fare, marking the Croat-Muslim front 
line between jagged shells of houses, 
bared to the brick by artillery fire. 

Koschnick wrote to officials on both 
sides warning he would ban move- 
ment between the two halves of the 
city unless there was a “drastic, 
immediate improvement.” 

Things began unraveling in the early 
hours of New Year’s Day. Alen 
Mustovic, a 17-year-old Muslim, 
drove to Croat territory to visit his 
Croat girlfriend. He failed to stop at 
Croat police checkpoints and was shot 
dead. Three days later, two Muslim 
policemen were wounded by sniper 
fire from the Croat west bank. Then 
on Saturday, Croat policeman Zeljko 
Ljubic was shot dead while patrolling 
the Boulevard. EU police said the 
gunfire came from the Muslim east 
bank.

DURA, West Bank — Yasser Arafat blamed his partner in peace, Israeli 
rime Minister Shimon Peres, yesterday for the assassination of an Islamic mil- 
ant.who had masterminded suicide attacks against Israel. 

Arafat, speaking at a rally, said the killing of Yehiya Ayyash violated the spir- 
ofthe peace process. He accused Israel of undermining PLO authority by car- 
ying out the attack in the Gaza Strip, which is under his control. 

“This is not what we have agreed upon. I appeal to Peres, the prime minister, 
) stop damaging the Palestinian security inside Palestinian territory,” Arafat 
aid. 

Israel “should not kill and assassinate on Palestinian land the struggler, the 
nartyr Yehiya Ayyash,” Arafat said. The crowd of 4,000 applauded and chant- 
d “Allahu akbar” — God is great. 

Arafat's laudatory characterization of Ayyash was a departure from his recent 
efusal to praise terrorists. The statement appeared to be an attempt to ensure he 
ould not be blamed in any way for the killing. Any indication that Arafat had 
llowed the killing would aggravate tensions between: the PLO and Palestinians 
bpposed to the peace process and erode support for him ahead of the Jan. 20 
lections for the self-rule legislature.

— Keiko the whale, the ailing star of the “Free Willy” movies, 
rot a warm welcome Sunday as he journeyed to the new home built for him with $7 
nillion in donations from around the world. 

United Parcel Service, touting its biggest delivery ever, arranged for a chartered 
--130 cargo plane to carry Keiko in a giant water-filled container. Because of the 
2,000-pound cargo, the plane had to make refueling stops in Monterrey, Mexico 
ind Phoenix. 

People lined the highway to wave goodbye earlier Sunday as Keiko was hoisted 
nto his tank at the Reino Aventura amusement park in Mexico City, then driven by 
ruck to the airport. More crowds lined the streets in Newport as Keiko was moved 
rom the airport to the custom-built, 2 million-gallon tank where he will live at the 
Jregon Coast Aquarium. 


I'V show helps find kidnapped Seattle boy 


NEW YORK — Within three hours after their story was depicted on televi- 
sion’s “America’s: Most Wanted,” an 8-year-old Seattle boy and his alleged 
kidnapper were found by FBI agents in a Manhattan hotel early Sunday. 

Jason J. Murphy, 19, who faces charges of kidnapping and child molestation 
n Washington’s Snohomish County, was being held on a federal fugitive war- 
rant. : 

The boy was taken to an unidentified state medical facility in New York City, 
ind a preliminary examination showed him to be in good health, FBI 
pokesman Joe Valiquette said. He refused to say ifthe exam indicated the boy 
aad been molested. 

Thé boy and Murphy had been the subjects of a nationwide search since 
/ednesday, when the child vanished after his mother dropped him off at a 
school in a Seattle suburb. 

Murphy had been free on $5,000 bail on charges including a previous alleged 
molestation incident involving the 8-year-old. 


75% of Utahns against Waldholtz re-election 


SALT LAKE CITY — Three out of four of Rep. Enid Waldholtz’s con- 
stituents don’t want her to seek re-election in the wake of revelations about her 
personal and campaign financing woes, a new public opinion survey reveals. 
The copyright Deseret News-KSL Poll, published Sunday, also shows that in 
head-to-head matchups with other candidates, the freshman Republican finish- 
les well behind her challengers. 

The survey by Dan Jones & Associates shows Waldholtz’s constituents were 
unconvinced by her five-hour marathon news conference on Dec. 11 in which 
she generally blamed her estranged husband, Joe Waldholtz, for her problems. 
Rep. Waldholtz has repeatedly said she will not resign, but she has not 
declared whether she will seek re-election this coming November. 

Jones polled 272 2nd District residents Jan. 2-4. The survey has a margin for 
error of 6 percent. 

Seventy-five percent of those interviewed said they did not want Waldholtz 
run for a second term, while 14 percent wanted her to do so and 11 percent 
sre undecided. 

; Jonés found that in a three-way race with announced Democratic challenger 
Jimi McConkie and possible independent rival Merrill Cook, Waldholtz would 
finish a distant third. }

President Merrill J. Bateman 
announced on Jan. 4 two new 
appointments to vice-president posi- 
tions at BYU. 

Alan L. Wilkins will replace Todd 
A. Britsch as academic vice president 
and James D. Gordon, formerly a 
member of the law faculty, will 
replace Wilkins as associate vice 
president for faculty relations. 

Britsch will be a presidential consul- 
tant to President Bateman for. Winter 
Semester. He will return to the faculty 
as a researcher and teacher in the 
Department of Humanities and 
Comparative Literature after he takes 
a professional leave of absence in the 
spring, Britsch said. 

“T went into this business to teach,” 
he said. “I’m 58 years old and I want 
to spend my remaining years doing 
what I set out to do.” 

As a presidential adviser, Britsch 
will work on the accreditation of the 
university which will determine 
whether degrees received here are 
worth anything to the rest of the 
world. 

He is working on evaluating the 
results of the Self Study, a full-scale 
evaluation of the university. 

The study involves research on 
whether some departments should be 
cut back or enhanced based on tech- 
nological advances, student interest 
and their relationship with the LDS 
Church. 

The Self Study is also considering 
the natural strengths of the university 
and ways in which it can do more 
good based on facilities and faculty 
ability, he said. 


Britsch has served as dean of the © 


College of Humanities, as an associ- 
ate academic vice president and as an 
academic vice president during the 
past decade. 

Gordon has held several administra- 
tive positions which will help him 
with his new position of hiring and 
advancing the rank of faculty. He has 
been the chair of the faculty appoint- 
ments committee, which hires new 
faculty and the vice chair of the acad- 
emic freedom committee. 

He has also been the chair of the 
university committee which worked 
on developing a seminar for training 
new faculty and he was a co-chair of 
the BYU faculty advisory council. 


Gordon said he has a lot to learn 
about the university according to the 
needs of his new position. 

His position’s responsibilities 
include faculty hiring, rank advances, 
issuing continuing faculty status to 
members of faculty and responding to 
faculty issues, he said. 

Wilkins was appointed as an associ- 
ate vice president in 1994. Before 
then, he was chair of the Department 
of Organizational Behavior beginning 
in 1978,

Skousen said royalties from text- 
book writing are relatively small, 
about 10 to 15 percent for hardback 
and 5 to 10 percent for paperback, 
depending on the publisher. Skousen 
said when he first published aes 20 
years ago the royalties were 22 per- 
cent. 

Laker said publishing textbooks can 
be lucrative for publishers and 
authors, especially if a text is used 
nationwide. However, if a professor 
writes a text for only one school the 
royalties are probably very small. 

Skousen co-authored, with Steve 


Albrecht and James _ Stice, 
“Accounting Concepts and 
Applications, fifth edition” used by 


Accounting 200 and 210 students at 
BYU. He estimated the textbook is 
used at-75 to 100 universities nation- 
wide. 

Skousen said it took five years to get 
the first edition into print because 
they started from scratch. Textbooks 
are usually revised every three years. 

Skousen said it typically takes the 
authors a year to rewrite the text and 
create new problems and solutions, 
then the publisher takes another year 
to revise the printing. 

When university professors write 
and revise textbooks it also creates an 
opportunity for graduate students to 
help. It creates a good experience for 
the student and helps the authors con- 
siderably, Skousen said. 

“We often use top graduate students 
to help write textbooks,” Skousen 
said. “A number of graduate students 
have helped over the years.”

Lundberg said the renovation, which 
was primarily to accommodate 
growth of the collections, is designed 
to sustain spatial needs for the next 20 
years. 

However, with the move toward 
higher levels of technology that do 
not call for as much shelf space, the 
law school hopes the renovations will 
last longer she said.

They eliminated the 
Chiefs, who had the league’s best 
record this season, and will play at 
Pittsburgh next weekend for a shot at 
their first Super Bowl since winning it 
in 1971. 

Cary Blanchard’s 31-yard field goal 
late in the third quarter was the differ- 
ence. Elliott failed from 43 yards, his 
third miss of the game, with 37 sec- 
onds to go.

minorities at the extremes are growing,” said Alexander W. 
Astin, a professor and director of the survey conducted by 
UCLA’s Higher Education Research Institute. 

The fall survey, sponsored by the American Council on 
Education, was given to 323,791 entering freshman at 641 
two-year and four-year colleges and universities. Of these, 
240,082 questionnaires from 473 institutions were used. 
The institute then weighted the data in an effort to make it 
reflective of the views of the nation’s 1.5 million first-time 
college freshmen. 

The survey showed that students’ commitment to keeping 
up-to-date with political affairs dropped for a third straight 
year, to an all-time low of 28.5 percent, compared with a 
high of nearly 58 percent in 1966. 

Student activism rose at the beginning of the 1990s, but 
since then freshmen have become less interested in influ- 
encing politics and social values, cleaning up the environ- 
ment and promoting racial understanding and participating 
in a community action program. Since 1992, freshmen 
interest dropped from 3 percent to 11 percent in each of 
these categories. : 

Not surprising then is the finding that the number of stu- 
dents who believe individuals can “do little to change soci- 
ety” reached a 10-year high at nearly 34 percent. 

“Apparently, increasing political apathy goes hand-in- 
hand with disengagement from social action and a growing 
sense of powerlessness,” Astin said. 

Joe Galli, chairman of the College Republican National 
Committee, vehemently disagrees. 

“T think student activism is at an all-time low ... not 
because of a sense of powerlessness, but because they are 
cynical of government and false politicians,” Galli said. 
“And I think: that is the reason why they are becoming 
more conservative.” 

A majority of college freshmen expressed support for the 
use of race as a basis for college admission. The freshmen,

Mild aftershock, 

small earthquakes 

hit California

A moderate aftershock to last 
September’s Ridgecrest earthquake 
and a swarm of smaller quakes rattled 
Southern California early Sunday, 
though no damage or injuries were 
reported. 

A 5.2-magnitude temblor struck at 
6:32 a.m. and was centered 10 miles 
north of this high desert town, said 
seismologist Jim Mori at the 
California Institute of Technology in 
Pasadena. 

“It shook pretty good here. It sound- 
ed like a sonic boom. We sort of 
bounced around here for five or six 
seconds,” said Lori Benson, a dis- 
patcher with the Ridgecrest Police 
Department. It was followed by six 
smaller quakes in the same area, all 
3.0-magnitude or stronger, in less 
than two hours.
